Maintenance. — The  number  of  days  of  maintenance  for  both 
Patients  and  Staff  in  1940  amounted  to  8,152  days,  357  less  than 
in  1939.  The  average  cost  per  person  for  provisions  was  1/4  Jd. 
per  day  (as  against  l/3|d.  in  1939).  The  average  cost  per 
In-Patient,  including  all  expenses  for  the  year  1940,  was  13/1  ljd. 
per  day,  or  £4  17s.  8£d.  per  week,  or  £254  14s.  9Jd.  per  annum. 
The  corresponding  figures  in  1939  were  12/4J  per  day, 
£4  6s.  7Jd  per  week,  £225  16s.  10^d.  per  annum. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  all  those  who  have 
done  so  much  to  support  the  Hospital  throughout  the  year. 
Owing  to  War  Economy  the  Report  contains  no  lists  of  what  has 
been  given,  but  the  Committee  feel  sure  that  it  will  be  understood 
that  this  is  not  from  any  lack  of  appreciation  of  all  the  kindness 
received.
